Elizabeth Stuart Phelps,, in a papoi 
on WMttier in The Century, quotas 
the following extract among others 
from the poet's letters to her:

Symptons of Glanders. 
A man may think a horse has a 
cold. Iu three or four days the ani- 
mals has apparently recovered except 
ilight discharge from one nostril or 
sometimes from both. The discharge 
is oily, greenish iu color, sticky and 
oiou«, sometimes mingled with 
bits of hay aud grain. It come* from 
a ragged ulcer in the nostril. Before 
dyiug the horse may travel about 
for three or four years, but he is all 
the time spreading the contagion, 
particularly through water-troughs, 
which ho infects with bacilli. We 
delect glanders by the discharge and 
by a lump which always forms on 
under jaw. If in doubt we give a 
horse a purgative aud two drachms 
of turpentine, which raises his tem- 
perature and develops the disease at 
ouce if it really exists. It should be 
B inhered that it is comparatively 
easy for a man to catch the glanders 
from a horse, and that if does, a 
frightful death is inevitable.— Port- 
land Transcript.

Sheep In Orchards. 

A correspondent asks if sheep kept 
In mi apple orchard to pick up and 
eat the fallen fruit would be a sura 
preventive of the apple maggot so 
that the fruit gathered from the trcos 
would be free from the insect? I 
snuot answer that while keeping sheep 
in an orchard during summer and fail 
Would greatly tend to make the apple 
sound, it would not bo a sure preven- 
tive under usual conditions. Xot all 
the infested fruit falls to the ground 
before harvest time, much of it going 
iuto tho cellar where the maggots may 
mature and be ready for next year', 
operations. If all the neighbors 
would keep sheep to destroy all (alien 
Iruit and if tho picked apples were all 
consumed and the maggots destroyed 
there would be none left for seed, bui 
*uch thoroughness is rare among 
fruit-growers. Apple paring and 
«ores thrown upon the ground in back 
yards or gardens tend to perpetuate 
such insect pests. The past season I 
gathered and buried most ot the 
fallen fruit under my own trees and 
doubt not that such practice will help 
reduce the number of live insects that 
will be ready for business this year 
but I have neighbors' trees u oca red 
for just boyond the garden fence. We 
•re not very independent creatures 
in this world, atter all. — N. K. Farmer.

The fluest beryls come from Russia. 
The beat rubies come from Burmah. 

The flnest turquoises come from 
Persia. 

Pnrple, green and blue tourmalines 
are found in Brazil. 
The most beautiful carnelians arc 
found in Arabia and India. 

Every gem known to the lapidary 
ha* been found in the United Slate*. 

Tho island of Ceylon is the most re- 
markable gem deposit in the world. 

The best pearls are found on tho 
Ceylon coast and in the Persian gulf. 

The best opals are now obtained 
from Huugary and Honduras. 

The largest diamond ever known 
was the Great Mogul, which weighed 
in the rough, 793 carats. 

The diamond mines of Brazil have 
yielded over 15,000,000 carats of 
stone*, valued at $150,000,000. 

The tomb of Mohammed is covered 
with diamond*, sapphires and rubies, 
valued at $10,000,000. 

The diamond has been found on 
all the continents and in almost every 
country on the globe. 

The Sultan of Turkey has the rich- 
est collection of gems aud regalia in 
the world. 

When a fine ruby i* found in Bur- 
mah a procession of elephant*, gran- 
dees and soldiers escorts it to the 
King's palace. 

The emerald is one of the best 
known ancient stones. Emeralds 
have been discovered in the Etruscan 
tombs in setting* over 2,000 years old. 

Coral, often used in jewelry, is an 
insect product. The best specimens 
are found in the Mediterranean sea 
and the Indian ocean. 

The great South African diamond 
found in the Kimberley mine* in 1886 
weighed 457 carats rough. Accord- 
ing to the ordinary rules of valuation 
it* worth is $4,166,980. 

The Golconda mines are now ex- 
hausted. At one time 60,000 men 
were employed iu them. When the 
Sultan Mahmoud, who reigned 1177- 
1206, died, he left in his treasury over

Comment by Rev. 8. U. Doyle. 
Topic—Eaater service. John li. Ik. air, TL 
Easter was the name of the goddess or 
•pring, and in her honor a festival was 
tccustoined to be held in April. This 
has been changed into the chnrch festi- 
val which commemorates the resurrec- 
tion of Christ. The Christian Easter 
corresponds to the Jewish pi 
pasjover, and many nation* still give it 
this name under various form*. It U 
well that there should bo suc h a memo- 
rial as this, in order that we may not 
only have kept fresh in our memories 
the death of Christ, but may look be- 
yond the day of crucifixion, with all its 
sadness, to tho day of resurrection, with 
its joy and gladness, and may hear again 
and again the angel's announcement. 
"He is not hero, but risen." 

1. The resurrection and Christ. John 
xi, 25, "I am tho resurrection and «he 
li fe. "Thus spoke Jesns Himself to Martha 
as they talked together about the resur- 
rection of her brother Lazarus. Martha 
believed in Christ; she also believed in 
the resurrection, but she had not united 
the two in her mind. Therefore Jean* 
did for her, and revealed His relation to 
the resurrection. The meaning of His 
words probably is, I am the one by whom 
my people rise again and am not only 
the resurrection, but am also the life 
which follows the resurrection. In Him 
His people rise again: in Him they mis* 
live forever. This is a blessed fact, for 
it makes absolutely certain the hope of 
all who trust in Christ, both of a resur- 
rection and eternal life after that. 

2. The resurrection and Christiana. 
John xi, 23, "He that believeth on Me, 
though he die (R. V.), yet shall he live." 
"Because 1 live ye shall live also" (John 
riv, 19). These are also words of Can*, 
spoken as a comfort to Martha as she 
mourned for Lazarus and to His disciples 
just before He was parted from then?. 
They Bpeak but one language, and that 
is the assurance of the Christian's resur- 
rection with Christ. And "Christ *ia» 
risen and become the first fruits of theru 
that slept." Jesus lives, and well may 
redeemed humanity rejoice. Death shall
